LAYS THE TROUBLE 
TO IRRESPONSIBLES 


Says Regular Authorities 
Have Thus Far Dealt 


Adequately With Law 


Violators.

DETROIT, Aug. 11—‘“Irrespon- 


sible white and Negro youths” are 
held to have caused most of the 
casualties in the Detroit race riots 
of June 21, in the report of Gov. 
Harry F. Kelly’s investigating com- 
mittee, made public today. Thirty- 
four persons were killed—25 of 
them Negroes—and 700 injured in 
the race conflicts. 

The riots are held by the in- 
vestigators not to have been pre- 
meditated, and not to have been 
inspired by subversive enemy in- 
fluence. 

Prosecuting Attorney William E. 


Dowling of Wayne County headed 
the investigating group, known as 
the Dowling Committee. The other 
investigators were Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert J. Rushton, Police 
Commissioner John E. Wither- 
spoon and State Police Commis- 
sioner Oscar Olander. 
Dowling’s Stand. 

Dowling, in whose office the re- 
port was prepared and docu- 
mented, has maintained that a 
grand jury investigation of the 
riot circumstances is unnecessary. 
Calling of a grand jury has been 
urged by Mayor Edward J. Jef- 
fries, and the City Council has 
been awaiting the Dowling report 
before acting on the recommenda- 
tion. 

After reading the report, Gov. 
Kelly said: 

“This is a complete factual re- 
port. I feel that no further ac- 
tion on my part is called for. It 
is a public report, made for the 
information of the public and ad- 
dressed to me.” 

Three individuals, all Negroes, 
are accused by name, in the: re- 
port, of starting and circulating 
the inflammatory rumors which 
are held to have caused the be- 
ginning and spread of violence. 

Aaron Fox, 17 years old, and 
Charles (Little Willie) Lyons, 20, 
are charged with starting the riot- 
ing of Sunday afternoon, June 20, 
at Belle Isle, city park in the De- 
troit River, “because they wanted 
to even the score for being ejected 
from Eastwood Park five days 
before by a group of white 
youths.” Fox is further charged 
with starting the report that a 
Negro woman and baby had. been 
thrown from Belle Isle bridge by 
whites. After a large crowd of 
Negroes had formed, Fox and 
Lyons are charged with having 
incited violence. 

Fox is now awaiting trial on a 
charge of aggravated assault, and 
Lyons is serving two to five years 
in State Prison for breaking and 
entering a Hastings street store

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Sack- 
fuls of mail bearing congratula- 
tory messages have been pouring 
for days into the office of Con- 


gressman John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis, who is 63 years old today. 
Thousands of letters and tele- 
grams have been received from St. 
Louisans. Each mail delivery 
brings about 500 letters, and both 
Cochran’s congressional office and 
his room at the Navy Hospital, 
Bethesda, Md., are filled to over- 
flowing with flowers. 

Cochran is undertaking to an- 
swer each letter, telegram and 
flower gift personally, stating that 
he is about to learn how to walk 
with artificial limbs, and hopes to 
be quite proficient at it within a 
few months. His general health, 
he said, is excellent. By the end of 
the week he hopes to be able to 
leave the hospital, where he re- 
cently underwent an operation for 
amputation of his right leg. The 
left leg was amputated last Jan- 
uary. 

It will be necessary for the vet- 
eran Congressman to hire several 
additional stenographers to handle 
the large volume of mail occa- 
sioned by his birthday. 


REPORTS OF ‘EXTRAORDINARY’ 
EVENTS IN REICH PERSIST 


Berlin Atmosphere “Saturated With 
Something of Transcendental 
Importance,” Spain Hears. 
MADRAD, Aug. 11 (AP). — Span- 
ish correspondents in Berlin con- 
tinue to write mysteriously ‘of de- 
velopments in Germany _ since 
Benito Mussolini’s fall from power 
in Italy. 
“Little, very little, of what is go- 
ing on in high quarters in Berlin 
has reached the German people,” 
said a dispatch from Berlin to the 
newspaper Madrid. It reported the 
atmosphere in Berlin was “satu- 
rated with something of transcen- 
dental importance” and that there 
was a strong impression there that 
the Reich soon would take an “ex- 
traordinary and incomparable ac- 
tion.” 
Spanish correspondents reported 
earlier this week that Reichsmar- 
shal Herman Wilhelm Goering, 
Field Marshal Gen. Wilhelm Keité) 
and Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz 
were taking over the actual rule 
of Germany, although Adolf Hitler 
was remaining as a figurehead,

RUDDY ATTAGKS 
SARTORIUS PAROLE 
RULE VIOLATIONS 


Urges Matter Be Taken 
Up by Circuit Judges at 
Their Next General 
Meeting, Sept. 13. 


FAILED TO REFER 
TO PAROLE OFFICER 


Thief Released by Jurist 
to Enter Army Is Turned 
Down Because of Crim- 
inal Record. 


Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartori- 
us’ practice of granting paroles in 
violation of rules of the Circuit 
Court was denounced today by 
Judge Edward M. Ruddy, who said 
the matter should be taken up by 
the Circuit Judges at their next 
general meeting, to be held 
Sept. 13. 

“TI do not believe any Judge 
should disregard any rule adopted 
at the general sessions of the Cir- 


cuit Judges, including the rule 
which provides that applications 
for paroles should be referred to 
the parole office,” Judge Ruddy de- 
clared, 

“The reason for the parole of- 
fice, if I am a judge of the stat- 
utes, is to inform the court of the 
status of applicants for parole,” 
he added. 

Judge Ruddy said he resented 
the implication in a statement by 
Judge Sartorius that the parole of- 
fice served as “a buffer between 
the Judge and the defendant when 
the Judge lacks the courage to 
pass on the question of parole him- 
self.” Judge Ruddy declared that 
he needed no buffer and was will- 
ing to pass on any matter coming 
before him, but found the parole 
office to be a source of helpful in- 
formation. 

Judge Sartorious, who acted 
without a parole office report in 
74 per cent of the 238 paroles he 
has granted in the last seven 
years, has expressed the opinion 
that it was not necessary for him 
to confer with the parole officer 
unless he wished to. 

A Circuit Court rule, adopted in 
1938, specifically says that before 
a Judge acts on a parole petition 
he shall “require a police report 
and the parole officer’s report 
upon the petitioner’s record to be 
made and filed.” - 

Continuing to ignore this rule, 
Judge Sartorius granted two pa- 
roles yesterday without reports 
from the parole office. The re- 
cipients were Negroes who were 
freed to go into the Army. 

However, one of these, Joe Na- 
thaniel Tyus, was rejected by the 
Army because of his criminal rec- 
ord, Parole Officer Lawrence Mc- 
Daniel was notified today. Mc- 
Daniel requested Jefferson  Bar- 
racks authorities to hold Tyus 
pending orders from the Court, 
and notified Judge Sartorius of 
the rejection. 

Tyus, 22 years old, 4438 Gar- 
field avenue, pleaded guilty of au- 
tomobile theft Thursday and was 
sentenced to two months in jail. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he had been released last March 
13 from the State Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City, where he had 
served 26 months for assault with 
intent to rob. 

Frank A. Clegg, Negro attorney, 
informed Judge Sartorius that 
Tyus was ready to enter the Army, 
and offered to take the prisoner 
to Jefferson Barracks at once. 
Judge Sartorius accepted this of- 
fer and released Tyus to the at- 
torney. 

Notified of Tyus’ rejection by 
the Army, Judge Sartorius revoked 


away from the Italians, substitut- 
ing German gun crews.

Horseplay Said 


to Delay War 


Production More Than Sabotage 


CINCINNATI, Aug 11 (AP).— 
Horseplay is hindering war produc- 
tion more than sabotage, says Lee 
Pennington, assistant director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 

Pennington, in a speech before 
the Ohio American Legion, said 
that, of :0,000 cases of alleged 
sabotage investigated since Jan. 1, 
only 943 instances of planned dam- 
age has been proved. 

After appealing for less horse- 
play on the production line, he 
told reporters yesterday’ that 
“everyone likes to play, at times” 
and “we invariably consider this 
angle wherever we encounter re- 


ports of so-called sabotage. 
Pennington urged care in direct- 
ing the spirit of play into the prop- 
er time and place. He cited these 
examples of what he termed poor 
judgment: 
Employes of a Chicago firm who 


‘| playfully threw greasy waste at 


each other until, accidentally, it 


fell into a cauldron of hot lead. 
They tossed the then-smoking 
waste into the plant’s ventilating 
system which carried the fumes 
widespread, affected workers’ eyes 
and forced temporary disruption 
of output. 

A Tennessee plant, where, in- 
vestigating reports that hand type 
fire extinguishers had been emp- 
tied of carbon-tetrachloride, the 
F. B. I. found they had been filled 
with water and that workers used 
them in “water-battles.” 

In another plant, Pennington 
said, workers threw stones onto a 
galvanized iron roof “just for the 
fun of shaking dust from the roof 
on their fellow-employes. 

“The size of the stones ‘grew’ un- 
til one day, a man let go with a 
40-pound boulder. It crashed 
through the roof and just missed 
a very valuable high-precision in- 
strument of immense value to the 
war effort. 

“We stopped that.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
The British Eighth Army in Sicily 
has advanced to within sight of 
the Italian mainland and British 
warships have bombarded Italian 
shipyards in the Bay of Naples, 
130 miles south of Rome, and 
other mainland military targets, 
Allied headquarters announced to- 
day. 

British forces advanced seven 
miles beyond <Acireale along the 
east coast of Sicily in the shadow 
of Mount Etna to capture the 
town of Guardia, 16 miles south 
of Taormina and 40 miles from 
Messina, the communique an- 
nounced, British Tommies on the 
east slopes of Mount Etna thus 
gained their first view of the toe 
of the Italian mainland, 30 miles 
away. 

According to dispatches from 
Sicily and broadcasts on the Rome 
radio, the whole burden of the 
Axis defense was being borne by 
German units. Rome said flatly 
that all Italian troops have been 
withdrawn because of the over- 
whelming superiority of the Allied 
forces. 

Harold V. Boyle, Associated 
Press correspondent in Sicily, re- 
ported that the Germans also were 
attempting to remove troops and 
heavy equipment from the island 
and had placed guns with a 20- 
mile range on the Italian mainland 
to protect the retreat across the 
narrow Strait of Messina. 

The naval bombardment of the 
construction and repair yards at 
Castellammare at the southern 
edge of the Bay of Naples took 
place Monday night. British de- 
stroyers and cruisers moved in 
close to the target and fired round 
after round into the yards which 
were capable of handling ships up 
to 500 feet in length. Castellam- 
mare is between Naples and the 
isle of Capri. 

At the same time other units 
of the fleet attacked Cape Vati- 
cano on the instep of the Italian 
boot about 25 miles north of San 
Giovanni where Italian railroad 
lines run close to the Tyrrhenian 
Sea. The communique said rail- 
way bridges were bombarded at 
Cape Vaticano. 

The American Seventh Army of 
Lt. Gen. George §S. Patton Jr. on 
the north coast consolidated its po-

Farther north Russian troops 
driving toward Bryansk from Orel 
smashed on from three to six miles 
and occupied 70 populated places 
including Taskova, Alexeyevka, 11 
miles east of Karachev, and five 
other large towns, it was an-

London Optimistic Over 
Military Aspects of 
Churchill Trip — Politi- 


cal Problems Stressed.

LONDON, Aug. 11 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill's journey across 
the Atlantic for his sixth wartime 


meeting with President Roosevelt 
stirred spontaneous and optimistic 
talk in London today of a “Victory- 
this year” assault on Europe. 

Virtually unanimous agreement 
was expressed on all sides that the 
Allied chieftains were getting to- 
gether to lay final plans for the 
grand offensive in theaters of war 
other than the Mediterranean 
where overwhelming Allied mili- 
tary might has already asserted 
itself. 

The presence of Britain’s top 
military men with Churchill in 
Quebec led to one conclusion—that 
United States, British and Do- 
minion forces would soon be 
storming the European continent 
from many directions in fulfill- 
ment of Churchill's own prediction 
of a combined action before win- 
ter. Britain particularly was men- 
tioned as a base.

Wife Accompanies Churchill 
First Time; Daughter With Them 


QUEBEC, Aug. 11 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill 
brought his wife and youngest 
daughter, Mary, with him when he 
arrived here today for a war strat- 
egy conference, and it marked the 
first time either had accompanied 
him in one of his wartime Atlantic 
crossings. 

Mrs. Churchill, the former Miss 
Clementine Hozier, is the daughter 
of the late Sir Henry Montagu 
Hozier. She is a slender woman, 
formerly an excellent tennis play- 
er, and, although her taste in 
clothing is not extravagant, she is 
regarded as being among her coun- 
try’s well dressed women. 

Like the British King and Queen, 
she and her husband are credited 
with having done much to keep up 
the morale of Londoners ,in_ the 
blitz days by their appearances in 


Considered one of Britain’s ablest 
woman speakers, Mrs. Churchill 
often hears her husband rehearse 
his speeches. This tryout is not 
bait for flattery, for Mrs. Church- 
ill is one of his most observant 
critics in matters of oratory. 

Their daughter, Mary, is a subal- 
tern in the Auxiliary Territorial 
Service, which corresponds to the 
American Wacs. She joined the 
service as a private in 1941 and 
saw action with antiaircraft bat- 
teries during raids in July, 1942. 

She seldom goes to night clubs, 
doesn’t smoke, and has said that 
she is not a good dancer although 
she sings well enough. She mani- 
fests a lively interest in public af- 
fairs,

Naturally, there could be no an- 
nouncement which would disclose 
to the Axis the trend of the con- 
versations taking place in the gray 
stone Citadel, 

Canadian officials said there was 
a chance that Churchill and Mac 
kenzie King would hold a joint 
press conference today, but there 
were no indications that they 
would deal in anything more than 
generalities about present and fu- 
ture plans, 

Churchill went to the Chateau 
Frontenac this morning to attend 
a meeting of the War Committee 
of the Canadian Cabinet, presided 
over by the Canadian Prime Min- 
ister. 

At the same time an official 
statement said: “The Canadian 
chiefs of staff are meeting the 
British chiefs of staff throughout 
the day.”

Again, the necessity of keeping 
the foe in the k superseded all 
other considerations. 

But the imminent erasure of 
Axis forces in Sicily will poise 
powerful Allied armies two miles 
across a narrow strait from the 
Italian mainland.

LONDON, Aug. 11 (AP).

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 11.— 
An effort will be made to increase 
the proposed supplemental appro- 
priation for administration of the 
State’s social security program 
from $340,000 to $750,000, the 
amount recommended yesterday by 
Gov. Donnell in his special mes- 
sage to the House, when the House 
takes up the matter for consider- 
ation today. 

Although there is strong senti- 
ment in the House to kill the 
proposed allotment outright, a 
group of legislators is planning to 
make a fight to give the State 
Social Security Commission the 
full amount requested, in order to 
eliminate any possibility of with- 
drawal of Federal participation 
grants for payment of old-age pen- 
sion and aid to dependent chil- 
dren. 

The commission has said the 
$2,750,000 administrative appropri- 
ation previously voted by the .Leg- 
islature is grossly inadequate to 
provide proper administration of 
the program. Federal social se- 
curity officials have backed up 
the commission, and while they 
declined to state definitely that 
30 million dollars in Federal pen; 
sion and child aid grants would 
be withheld, they asserted funds 
would not be released to Missouri 
if administration of the program 
fell below its standards. 
Committee Recommends $340,000. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee yesterday recommended, by 
a vote of 21 to 19, an additional 
administrative allotment of only 
$340,000, after having first decided 
to kill the appropriation. 

The committee ignored the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendation that the 
Legislature appropriate an addi- 
tional $502,000 for direct relief and 
$413,000 more for aid to dependent 
children, the latter appropriation 
to be matched by a like amount in 
Federal funds. 

9 Corrective Bills Approved. 

The committee approved and the 
House ordered perfected for pass- 
age nine other minor appropria- 
tion bills carrying funds to cor- 
rect errors in the regular appro- 
priation bills passed before the 
July 16 recess, and to finance sal- 
ary increases voted by the Legis- 
lature. Most of the items had been 
recommended for passage by Gov. 
Donnell in his message yesterday. 

Two additional bills to rectify 
legislative oversights and errors in 
acts passed earlier in the 1943 ses- 
sion of the Missouri “blue ribbon” 
Legislature, were introduced in the 
House yesterday, making a total 
of 13 such corrective measures of- 
fered since the House reconvened 
last Monday after a recess of three 
weeks. 

One of the bills would remedy 
an oversight in an act, approved 
by the Governor, which would 
transfer control of the State Con- 
federate Home at Higginsville to 
the Board of Managers of State 
Eleemosynary Institutions and au- 
thorize the latter board to transfer 
aged and infirm patients from 
State hospitals to the Higginsville 
institution. 

The other remedial bill offered 
yesterday would clear a situation, 
resulting from recent re-enactment 
of the State law governing the 
Kansas City Police Department, 
which inadvertantly cut off au- 
thority for payment of pensions by 
Kansas City to about 40 disabled 
and retired police officers.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.— Sub- 
contractors who weld wing strut 
fittings into the struts of Army 
gliders were not subjected to Gov- 
ernment inspection before the St. 
Louis glider crash which cost 10 
lives, the Post-Dispatch learned to- 
day. 

Since the crash, which was 
caused by a defective fitting, the 
War Department has ordered in- 
spections in these plants. 

The fittings were subjected to 
Army inspection in the subcon- 
tractors’ plants where they were 
manufactured before they were 
shipped to the plants which welded 
fittings to the struts. The new 
arrangement provides an extra in- 
spection in the plant where the 
welding operation is performed. 

This, apparently, is one of two 
new test procedures developed 
since the crash, as reported Sun- 
day by the Post-Dispatch. The 
other calls for boring a tiny hole 
in the base of each fitting, making 
it easy to measure the thickness 
of the metal even after the part 
is welded into place, ~

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes to- 
day accused Representative Carter 
(Rep.), California, of trying to 
get him to join in an attempt to 
“make a virtual gift to a pri- 
vately-owned utility company of 
a Federa] investment costing the 
taxpayers many millions of dol- 
lars.” 

Ickes’ accusation was in answer 
to a telegram from Carter charg- 
ing Ickes with betrayal of House 
committee recommendations 
against use of Government funds 
to construct a transmission line 
in California to carry power from 
Shasta Dam to Oroville, below the 
Shasta substation. 

Carter said Ickes and other De- 
partment of Interior officials 
were disregarding the committee 
recommendations by proceeding 
with the construction and prom- 
ised they would get a “rude 
awakening” if they continued 
what he called an attempt to 
“overrule the legislative branch.” 

Reply By Ickes. 

Ickes, asserting there had been 
a “sharp conflict” between House 
and Senate committees and that 
he had clear legal authority to 
construct the line, since there had 
been no “expressed prohibition” 
from Congress, replied: 

“I recognize that you are an 
influential member of Congress 
and the ranking minority member 
of the House subcommittee on In- 
terior appropriations. But neither 
this fact nor the threatening im- 
plication of your telegram can 
prevent me from doing my duty 
as authorized by law, nor can they 
make me voluntarily participate 
with you in making a virtual gift 
to a privately-owned utility com- 
pany of a Federal investment 
costing the taxpayers many mil- 
lions of dollars, if I am authorized 
-by law to take action which 
would avoid this result. 

“I have fought your efforts in 
support of the devious attempt of 
the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. to 
capture the Shasta power plant 
for its own benefit. I am going 
to continue to do everything that 
I can, within the limits of my 
jurisdiction, to preserve for the 
public at least some of the bene- 
fits of their huge investment.

‘Figured It Would Absorb Salt in My Stom- 
ach’—Rescued After 22 Days 
Raft. 


By ART BURGESS 


GUADALCANAL, Aug. 10 (De- 
layed) (AP).—A Navy flyer who 
drifted 22 days on a raft near Jap- 
anese bases returned to Guadal- 
canal today. 

The flyer, Lt. (jg) George H. 
Smith, took to the raft after his 
fighter plane was forced down 
July 14. 

During the 22 days he spent 
adrift he successfully experiment- 
ed with an origingl method of get- 
ting drinkable water from the sea 
and caught birds and fish for 
food. 

After — crash-landing 50 miles 
south of the Ru. -:11 Islands, 
Smith . drifted north into enemy 
territory and was picked up south 
of Vella Lavella Island Aug. 3 by 
a patrol plane piloted by Lt. R. L. 
Hamblin, Svracuse, N. Y. 

Smith’s plane sank in 10 sec- 
onds. The plane’s rubber raft con- 
tained emergency rations for two 
days. He managed to stretch it 
over 12 days. 

He kept a log on a piece of rub- 
ber 30 inches long torn from the 
patching kit. 

Smith shot an albatross when 
the food van out. The meat, he 
said, was all ~ight “except some 
portions were so tough I could not 


eat them. I found a greasy sac in 
the stomach which I let the sun 
melt and then gren-°d my mouth 
and swallowed the substance whole, 
I figured it would absorb salt in 
my stom-ch instead of my body 
using it. Then I drank a ood 
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girdle throughout the period.

It 
worked fine and there were no ill 
effects.” 

Smith had utilized everything 
possible, even the bones from fish 
and albatrosses, which he fashioned 
into spears. 

Smith praised rescuer Hamblin, 
Saying it was a daring feat to 
make a landing on the rough 
stormy sea and impossible to take 
off in the big waves. “We stayed 
on the sea all night and took off 
the next morning, knocking only 
four rivets off the plane’s bottom.” 

Among Hamblin’s crewmen on 
the rescue mission was Aviation 
Machinist’s mate, second class, O. 
W. Baun of St. Louis.

SUPPLIES OF BEEF IN AREA 
SHOW VERY SLIGHT INCREASE 


Supplies of beef in St. Louis 
meat markets have shown a very 
slight increase in the past few 
days, dealers told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today, and several pack- 
ers said they expected a gradual 
improvement in the beef situation 
here to be felt in the next two 
months. 

The rate of increase will depend 
on how fast the Western cattle 
ranges dry up, a Government of- 
ficial explained. This is an un- 
predictable factor. In any event, 
he said, consumers should not 
look for any sudden spurt in the 
beef supply. 

Cattle sales have 
about 10 per cent in the past few 
weeks, but they still are short 
about 15 per cent of last year’s 
figures, he stated. From _ this 
must be subtracted the needs of 
the military forces, which have 
increased considerably in the past 
year, ledving the civilian with 
even less beef than the 15 per 
cent figure would indicate.

Says FSA Projects Mod- 
eled After Russian Type 
Cost U. S. Taxpayers 
Millions. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
A four-man Congressional commit- 
tee named to investigate the Farm 
Security Administration declares it 
has found thousands of collective 
farms that have been .established 
in various states. 

The committee chairman, Repre- 
sentative Harold D. Cooley (Dem.), 
North Carolina, asserted in an in- 
terview that these farms, estab- 
lished by the FSA, were modeled 
after similar farms in Russia and 


that they were costing aaa tie | 


millions of dollars. 

The purpose of the somata 
investigation, he said, is to recom- 
mend legislation for the elimina- 
tion of FSA projects it finds ob- 
jectionable. 

“Someone had a dream back in 
1935, and designed a rainbow,” 
Cooley said in an interview with 
the Examiner. “We are trying to 
find its end, but it’s so complicated 
I doubt if we ever will.” 


The “rainbow,” said Cooley, was; - 


created when Rexford G. Tugwell, 
now Governor of Puerto Rico, was 
head of the Farm Security Admin- 
istration. 
gram, FSA to date has spent 
more than a billion dollars, he 
stated. 

“Much of the expenditure was 
not authorized by provisions of the 
act, and 10 million of expenditures 
have been suspended for this rea- 
son,” Cooley added. “We are con- 
vinced that many, many more mil- 
lions will be found to be unauth- 
orized.” 

He said that the collective 
farms, almost without exception, 
lack authority of law, and that the 
committee has found the “rain- 
bow” is a “maze of astounding land 
purchasing, land settlement and 
land ieasing projects.” 
. “We found families making up 

to $250 a month living in FSA 
houses rent-free, and some fam- 
ilies making $400 a month paying 
the Government $1.75 or $2 a week 
rent, with all medical attendance 
and utilities included,” Cooley as- 
serted. 

“The houses they are occupying 
are the kind aeCCongressman would 
like to find for himself in Wash- 
ington. 

“We haven’t yet found a single 
project, or a labor camp, which 
is fully occupied.” 

In Texas, the chairman went on, 
a project was established as a self- 
perpetuating “charity” corporation 
with three FSA men on the pay- 
roll as officials. 

“This corporation, which had no 
provisions for the payment of divi- 
dends to the tenant farmers, ac- 
quired 26,000 acres of rich farm 
land, and as a consequence was 
enabled to borrow huge amounts,” 
Cooley said.

The new government is expected 
to move to Cairo this month. The 
cabinet crisis was said to have 
been provoked by the demands of 
Croat members of the cabinet that 
an agreement be reached about 
the future constitutional structure 
of Yugoslavia.

German Fire Kept Rescuers From Going to 
Aid Men, Lieutenant Relates — Enemy 
Boobytrapped Mines to Keep U. 8S. Armor 
Off Ridge, but Infantrymen Captured It.

(First of a Series.) 

WITH THE A. E. F. AT TROINA, Aug. 6 (Delayed) (AP). 
T was dusk when we reached the top of the ridge and found the 
battalion’s advance command post preparing for the final Ameri- 
can drive to break the enemy’s strong positions before Troina. 
One attack from the northwest had failed to shake the enemy 
loose from its hold on the strategic crossroads city and now a pincer 
movement was under way to envelop him and smash his pockets of 
resistance on the ridges and in the valleys before us. 


I 


This battalion, under Maj. 
Charles (Chuck) Horner, Doyles- 
town, Pa., was to drive straight for 
Troina. Another was swinging in 
from our right and a third from 
the left to cut roads leading out of 
the city to east. This was Aug. 4. 
Tremendous Barrage. 

For four days more than 200 
guns have been shelling the enemy 
positions in a thunderous barrage 
that .never seemed to stop—fire 
followed by infantry thrusts to dis- 
lodge Germans from dugouts, caves 
and gullies pitting the countryside 
west of Troina. Tonight there is 
another attack while the city still 
smokes from divebombing. Our 
troops are attacking a ridge oppo- 
site our command post. 

Below us, in the wheat stubble, 
Pvt. Christopher Finley, High- 
splint, Ky. and Sgt. Benjamin 
Fiarowich of New York City, are 
sweeping for mines, The Germans 
were fearful that American armor 
would drive up the slope on their 
positions. Instead it was infantry 
that knocked them from this ridge 
earlier in the day. “The Germans 
are boobytrapping their mines,” 
Finley said, “but they are not us- 
ing as inany as they did in Tu- 
nisia.” 

A battalion led by Lt. Col, John 
Mathews, Bridgeport, Conn., had 
taken the ridge in a morning at- 
tack. 

“When I came up during the 
night,” Col. Mathews said, “they 
were looking right down on us 
with machine guns. They drove 
us back and we had to flank their 
positions to drive them off.” 

Capt. John Finke of Saginaw, 
Mich., led one company into at- 
tack on the right flank. That was 
a vicious battle. Capt. Finke’s 
company suffered some casualties, 
but disorganized the enemy’s de- 
fenses and made the job of taking 
the ridge easier. 

The command post was in a 
road culvert where Mathews and 
Horner kept in touch with their 
companies by radio and telephone. 

Nazis Shooting Wounded. 

Lt. Melvin Groves of Lawrence, 
Kan., joined the group, grunting 
as he sat down. 

“What's the matter?” 
asked. 

“Hell, I went through all that 
shooting this morning and then 
sprained my back in a fall,” Lt. 
Groves said. 

“How are things going?” 

“The dirty won't let me 
get our wounded off the field,” 
Lt. Groves said. “If you go out 
after the wounded they shoot at 
you. If a wounded man wiggles 
they shoot him again.” 

Up the hill came a pack train of 
mules carrying ammunition, food 
and water. The Army requisitioned 
the animals from Sicilian farmers 
to carry supplies up ridges where 
jeeps are unable to travel. 

“These are smart mules,” Groves 
said. “On that last ridge we were 
bringing up mortar ammunition 
when a mortar shell burst nearby. 
One of the mules fell down. We 
thought he was killed, but pretty 
soon we went back and found him 
grazing on the hillside. That mule 


someone 


just naturally took cover when- 
ever there was a shell blast near 
him,” 

We ate a cold supper from 
cans, listened to the booming: of 
our artillery far behind and the 
ghostly sounds of shells passing 
overhead toward the enemy lines. 
There is a thin sliver of moon. 

Capt. Alan Moorehouse of Provi- 
dence, R, I., came along the ridge 
road with his company, going into 
position for attack. Other com- 
panies were turning off the road 


below us and dark forms walked} 


silently through the night. 
Huge Fire Blazes. 

We didn’t have to wait long to 
know the enemy still was on the 
ridge ahead. There was the 
crackle of machine-gun fire. Ger- 
man flares illuminated the sky. 
Behind Troina a great fire blazed. 
Our artillery had connected with 
something, probably a fuel dump. 

The battalion was unable to 
make any progress. We wrapped 
ourselves in blankets and lay down 
by the road to wait for dawn, 

At first light Maj Horner moved 
the post forward. From the crest 
of the ridge we could see the 
enemy in a vineyard and wheat 
field on the ridge in front of us. 

“Oh, oh! We're letting ’em have 
it,” Maj. Horner cried. 

Tracer bullets from machine 
gunners below us raked the enemy 
positions. Figures dashed out of 
hiding and min over behind the 
ridge. 

“Get McCarthy up here,” Maj. 
Horner said. “He’s the best 
damned mortar man in this man’s 
army. He’ll get ’em off there.” 

He was referring to Lt. John E. 
McCarthy of New York City. 

“With six mortars,’ Maj. Horner 
said, “that guy can get 60 shots in 
the air before the first lands. He 
can drop them in a rain barrel.” 

“There’s a tank or halftrack 
shooting at our men over there,” 
someone said. 

No sooner were the words spok- 
en than a shell screamed into the 
hill 20 yards from us and shrapnel 
buzzed over our heads. The enemy 
gunner had seen us on the road. 
We ran. for cover and circled 
around the hill. ,Another shell 
whistled through a ‘gap.and ex- 
ploded down the slope. 

When we reached the observa- 
tion point Lt. McCarthy was at 
work. Mortar bursts were raining 
on the ridgetop. 

“Look at them come running out 
of that house,” exclaimed Lt. Ever- 
ett Booth, East Chicago. 

Booth was right. The Germans, 
demoralized by heavy mortar and 
machine gun fire, were running 
toward our lines, hands in the air. 
Sixteen came dashing across the 
field, shouting surrender. Then 
the Yanks who had been pinned 
down by machine gun fire during 
the night advanced to the ridgetop 
and engaged a pocket of the enemy 
on the other side. His defenses 
are beginning to crack. 

It is 8 a. m. now, and overhead 
a formation of American bombers 
roars on a mission behind the 
enemy lines. It is the beginning 
of an all-day shuttle of bombers.

DONETS BIG STAKE 


IN KHARKOV DRIVE

T looks very much as though 
| tne Russian flag would soon be 

flying over Kharkov again, The 
railways lines northwest and west 
of the city have been cut by the 
Russian encircling moves; it is 
probable that only the two lines 
which enter from the south, one 
connecting via Poltava with Kiev, 
and the other via Pavlograd with 
Dnieperopetrovsk, are still avail- 
able to the Germans, either for the 
reinforcement or the withdrawal of 
the garrison. And these are threat- 
ened by Russian forces southeast 
of the-city. 

From the military point of view, 
it is not Kharkov as a great steel 
center and a great city that is of 
chief interest; it is Kharkov as the 
bastion of the whole Donets area, 
that line of the Donets River 
where the Germans held fast 
against the Russian winter offen- 
sive, and which they still hold in 
a long curving salient. down to the 
shores of the Sea of Azov. About 
this area, both the Russian and 
the German communiques main- 
tain a silence that is becoming al- 
most painful. 

When the Russian offensive 
burst last November on the Ger- 
mans at Stalingrad and along the 
Middle Don, it threatened the 
Nazis -with a great disaster. Not 
only was the Stalingrad siege army 
so threatened, but if Stalingrad

were relieved, the communications 
of the German Army of the 
Caucasus would be in imminent 
peril from Russian armies advanc- 
ing southwestward on both sides 
of the Don. That was the moment 
for the Germans to make a swift 
estimate and a swift decision. If 
they could not hold Stalingrad, 
then they must begin, without de- 
lay, to withdraw from the Cauca- 
sus. 

But that was a decision which 
could be made only by Adolf Hit- 
ler himself. He refused to listen 
to the advice of his generals, 
waited too long. In the end, he 
had to do, under Russian pres- 
sure, what he should have done of 
his own accord weeks before. 


He had to see his 
forces driven back, losing vast 
quantities of material and a large 
number of prisoners. He was able 
to save only those parts of his 
Caucasian forces which squeezed 
through the narrowing corridor at 
Rostov before the Russians cut it, 
or crowded into the Kuban bridge- 
head to maintain a precarious and 
costly defense.

ONG before the war began, and 
L = regular intervals since, the 

world has been regaled with 
rumors that the German Army was 
fed up with Hitler and the Nazis 
and was preparing to govern Ger- 
many itself. 

In part, these rumors were the 
product of a wishful belief in the 
myth that the Germany Army is 
ruled by elements that are basical- 
ly anti-Nazi and have only re- 
luctantly gone along with the 
Fuehrer. In part, they were gen- 
erated by obscure conflicts over 
jurisdiction and authority that 
have actually arisen between the 
Army hierachy and the party 
bureaucracy from time to time. 

Up to now, however, these con- 
flicts have been over details rather 
than over principles, degree rather 
than direction, organization rath- 
er than aim. On all basic matters, 
the Germany Army and the Nazi 
party have been one. They stand 
and fall together. 


o . a 
Nazified the Army. 
INCE the death of Hindenburg 
in 1934, Hitler has been at one 
and the same time head of the 
Government, leader of the Nazi 
party and commander-in-chief of 
the Wehrmacht. He has seen to 
it that while the party was mili- 
tarized, the armed forces have been 
Nazified. 

The generals got everything they 
ever dreamed about—unlimited 
man power, the finest equipment, 
all the resources of the German 
nation, complete political and 
diplomatic backing. In_ return, 
they gave Hitler unquestioned sup- 
port. 

They did not lift a finger to 
prevent Hitler from _ establishing 
his totalitarian dictatorship, from 
carrying out his anti-Semitic de- 
crees, from enslaving the conti- 
nent and butchering millions of 
Jews, Poles, Norwegians, Hollan- 
ders, Belgians, Frenchmen, Rus- 
sians, Yugoslavs, Greeks and other 
conquered peoples. 

The Army leaders, like Hitler, 
were out to dominate first Europe 
and then the world. And they, like 
the Nazis, never had the slightest 
scruples as to the methods they 
employed. 

The only difference between 
them, if it can be called such, is 
that whereas the Nazis murdered 
their victims with sadistic fury, 
the generals performed their acts 
of butchery in cold blood, 
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What of Shakeup? 
ITH all this in mind, what 
are we to make of the wide- 
spread rumors that a far-reaching 
shakeup has occurred in Germany, 
with the generals allegedly replac- 
ing Hitler, the military machine re- 
placing the party bureaucracy in 

the seat of command. 

The truth of the precise rumors 
—the rumor, for instance, that 
Germany is now to be governed by 
a triumvirate consisting of Goer- 
ing, Keitel and Doenitz—remain to 
be established. We can take it for 
granted, however, that something 
in the nature of a drastic reorgan- 
ization has taken place, or is in 
process of taking place, in the 
Reich. 

It would be surprising if this 
were not so. The blows’ which 
Germany has been receiving dur-

He enlisted in the Army Ait Corps 
in May, 1941, bade farewell to the 
store in Fredericktown where he 
was employed as a shoe salesman 
and entrained for California to be- 
come a flyer, 
Eighteen months 
stretch of combat duty in the

When they hit the last port be- 
fore leaving Africa, my friend told 
me he went ashore and searched 
the country for a French or Amer- 
ican Army veterinary, but couldn't 
find any.

HEN I came aboard ship, 
W this beautiful dog was frisky 

and alert, but the sailors had 
given up all hope of curing her. 
Something had to be done. The 
other sailors left it up to our 
friend. Whatever he chose to do 
had their approval. He told me 
later that you couldn’t just put 
her ashore, for she had grown up 
aboard ship and wouldn’t know 
how to take care of herself on 
land,

The next day our friend was 
called before the mast and given 
a light suspension of privileges. 

At lunch the boys were kidding 
him about it and he said, well 
hell, he wasn’t sore about it, for 
obviously they had to do some- 
thing to him.

ORRESPONDENTS were authorized today to reveal the identi- 
ties of Navy and Army leaders who planned the strategy and 
executed the capture of New Georgia and Vangunu Islands under 


direction of “MacNimsey” (Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Adm. Chester 
W. Nimitz and Adm. William F. Halsey Jr.) 


Aerial supremacy over the Solo- 


mons was managed by Vice Ad- 
miral Aubrey Wray Fitch, who is 
known to his friends as Jakey and 
who is a close friend and working 
partner of Admiral Halsey. 

Rear Admiral Marc A. Mitscher, 
as commander of aircraft in the 
Solomons, had tactical command of 
that portion of Admiral Fitch’s air 
fleet which operated from Hender- 
son Field and other Solomon bases. 

Rear Admiral Richmond Kelly 
Turner, who commanded the am- 
phibious operations at Guadal- 
canal a year ago and repeated 
the same task at Rendova, Van- 
gunu and New Georgia, was as- 
sisted this time by Admiral Theo- 
dore S. Wilkinson, former Deputy 
Commander of United States forces 
in the South Pacific. Rear Ad- 
miral George H, Fort commanded 
landing craft flotillas. 


Harmon at Rendova. 


Lt. Gen. Millard F. Harmon, 
commander of Army forces in the 
South Pacific area, was at the 
Rendova landing and at subse- 
quent operations. 

Turner, Wilkinson and Harmon 
were aboard the flagship MacCaw- 
ley when it was torpedoed and 
sunk as it was leaving Rendova 
after the initial landing. 

Except for a few men killed in 
the engine rooms all of the Mac- 
Cawley’s personnel were  trans- 
ferred to other ships. Turner, 
Wilkinson and Harmon slid down 
ropes to the quarter deck of a de- 
stroyer familiarly known in the 
fleet as Old Overholt. 

Maj. Gen. Oscar W. Griswold 
commanded the Army forces 
ashore, which were augmented by 
some Marine units. He relieved 


Maj. Gen. John H. Hester, who 
commanded ground troops in the 
early phases on Rendova and New 
Georgia. 

Most of the planning for the 
New Georgia campaign was done 
at the South Pacific headquarters 
of Admiral Halsey by his staff in 
conjunction with the staff of Gen~- 
eral Harmon, 


An Associated Press dispatch, 
elaborating, said that after Hal- 
sey and Harmon had drawn up 
their plan, it was submitted to 
Gen. MacArthur, who had been 
designated overall commander for 
both South and Southwest Pacific 
areas, The blueprint for action 
in both areas then was corrrelated 
and received final approval in 
Washington from the chiefs of 
staff of both Army and Navy—the 
American High Command. 

When the plan was approved, 
Admiral Halsey was responsible 
for its execution in the South Pa- 
cific. In this case it involved the 
entire New Georgia campaign. 

Halsey also was responsible to 
Adm. Nimitz who as commander 
in-chief of the Pacific fleet is in 
command of all forces, including 
Army and Marines in the Pacific 
Ocean area, but not including 
MacArthur’s Southwest Pacifie 
command, Halsey thus was tac- 
tical commander of the South Pa- 
cific area while MacArthur and 
Nimitz collaborated through the 
joint chiefs of staff in Washing- 
ton, 

“This,” said the Associated Press 
dispatch, “is the latest interpre- 
tation of commands in the Pacifie 
which have been somewhat a puz 
zle as to spheres of influence.”

Another View of Administrative Funds 
for the Social Security Commission. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HIS letter has the dual purpose of 

answering Margaret Cobb’s letter 
and of pointing out to the State Legis- 
lature and to your readers another side 
of the discussion regarding administra- 
tive funds for the-State Social Security 
Commission. 

Employes of the Social Security Com- 
mission are employed from a register 
get up by the Merit System Council. In- 
clusion on this register is only possible 
as the result of passing an examination 
based upon experience, educational back- 
ground and performance, 

Such examinations are required of par- 
ticipant states under the Federal Social 
Security Act. If the standards of per- 
sonnel are not maintained by agencies 
such as the State Social Security Com- 
mission of Missouri, the Federal Govern- 
ment reserves the right to withhold 
matching funds for old-age assistance 
and aid to dependent children. 

It is assumed therefore, that employes 
of this agency must offer average (or 
above) qualifications before being hired. 

On the other hand under the merit 
system the employe expects advancement 
in salary and experience in return for 
service rendered. During the 1941-42 bi- 
ennium it was impossible to increase sal- 
aries commensurate with ability. The 
visitor, composing a major percentage of 
the professional staff, receives a begin- 
ning salary of $115 per month. She must 
have four years of college work and in 
many instances is expected to take grad- 
uate work in a recognized university 
while employed. The clerical staff re- 
ceives an induction salary of $90 per 
month. Maximum efficiency is expected 
of all employes at these salaries. 

The turnover in staff has been large. 
Members are forced to seek more than 
subsistence wages. The commission has 
been helpless to prevent the exodus dur- 
ing the 1941-42 biennium, 

It seems that the Federal Government 
is perfectly within its rights in forcing 
an increase in the administrative appro- 
priation so that State Social Security 
Commission salaries can be increased, 
and a trained and experienced staff can 
be maintained.

The Time 


We think the time has come for Britain and the 
United States to stop treating as a stepchild the 
French Committee for National Liberation. We 
think the time has come for Britain and the United 
States to extend formal recognition to the commit- 
tee as the de facto Government of France, and we 
hope this is one of the decisions that will flow from 
the Churchill-Roosevelt meeting. 

There are numerous pressing reasons for such 
action, one of the most important of which was cited 
on this page yesterday by Waverley Root of the 
Philadelphia Record. It is that soon the United 
Nations may sign an armistice or peace treaty with 
Italy. If there is no recognized French Govern- 
ment able to join us in such armistice or treaty, it 
will not be binding so far as: France is concerned. 

If there is any nation that should participate as 
an equal partner in any agreement with Italy, it is 
the same France that Italy stabbed in the back 
when Mussolini entered the war in 1940. Although 
the Petain-Laval collaborationists bowed to Hitler 
and quit the war, the Fighting French carried on the 
struggle. As Gen. De Gaulle said in a recent speech 
in Algiers: 

The war between Italy and ourselves was 
never ended, not even interrupted. On the bat- 
tlefields of Keren, of Massawa, of Tobruk, of 
Kufra, of Bir Hachheim, of El Alamein, of the 
Fezzan and, recently, at the center and at the 
right wing of the victorious front of the Allies 
in Tunisia, French forces have carried on the’ 
struggle. 

So from moral as well as highly practical grounds, 
any agreement with Italy should have the approval 
of the only French agency that can now speak for 
Free France. But the Italian situation, it should 
be emphasized, is only one of many problems with 
which the United Nations is called upon to deal 
with recognized French authority. 

Mr. Roosevelt some days ago made the unfor- 
tunate remark, in discussing the recognition ques- 
tion, that “currently there is no France except about 
5 per cent which is outside of the Occupied France 
of Europe.” The obvious retort to this is to ask 
the President, How much of Holland, Norway, 
Czecho-Slovakia or Poland, all of which are repre- 
sented by recognized governments-in-exile, can be 
found outside ths occupied regions? 

It is true there is a sharp distinction between 
the governments-in-exile of these countries and the 
French Committee for National Liberation. These 
governments-in-exile are made up of men and women 
who were part of regularly-constituted governments 
before the war. Thus, Queen Wilhelmina is the 
legitimate ruler of The Netherlands and President 
Benes was duly elected head of the Government of 
Czecho-Slovakia. 


Gens. De Gaulle and Giraud were not part of the 
French Government and they do not now function 
as French leaders by virtue of ballots cast by 
Frenchmen. Neither, for that matter, does Marshal 
Petain function as a result of a free election. He is 
the Fascist leader of France by virtue of the con- 
sent of Adolf Hitler. No, on legalistic grounds, De 
Gaulle and Giraud have no claim for recognition. 

Their claim rests not on legalism, but on the sub- 
lime ground of demonstrated patriotism, and upon 
vast evidence that the people of Occupied France, |

as the bulletins from the underground attest, as 
well as the French people outside Buropean France, 
hail the leadership of the two men, particularly the 
leadership of De Gaulle, 

While his craven colleagues favored or acquiesced 
in Petain’s deal with Hitler, it was De Gaulle who 
fled to England to organize the French resistance 
which is now so potent a factor in the United 
Nations’ cause. It was Giraud who, although taken 
prisoner by the Germans, managed to escape and, 
in a perilous journey from Occupied France tq North 
Africa, lent his great weight to our cause. 

Who else, pray, has a better right to speak for 
Free France than these men and their North African 
colleagues? One recent and potent symbol of their 
authority among Frenchmen is that they settled 
the troublesome question of Martinique, which up 
to that time had been a potential hornets’ nest at 
our very front door. 

One of the excuses for refusing to recognize the 
De Gaulle-Giraud committee wag that the two lead- 
ers themselves were engaged in serious controversy 
over the respective goles they were to play and over 
specific questions of policy. This controversy has 
now been settled by an agreement between the two 
men by which, in general, De Gaulle takes charge 

civil administration and Giraud takes the lead 
in military matters. 


Perhaps the controversy was prolonged by the 
fact that we played favorites between the two men, 
giving Giraud the greater ocnsideration, and blink- 
ing our eyes to the fact that De Gaulle, in the 
words of Walter Lippmann, “has become increasing- 
ly and even more intensely the acknowledged leader 
of the overwhelming mass of the French nation.” 
Mr. Lippmann adds that De Gaulle’s strength among 
Frenchmen, including Giraud’s own lieutenants ‘on 
the committee, has been growing irresistibly. This 
despite a stiff and cantankeous personality and an 
egoism that impels De Gaulle to compare himself 
with Joan of Are. 


A curious sidelight on the reluctance of Britain 
and the United States to recognize the French Com- 
mittee for National Liberation is that such recog- 
nition has recently come from the governments of 
Czecho-Slovakia, Yugoslavia,, Holland and Luxem- 
bourg. This amounts almost to a pointed rebuke 
to the big powers, since in such matters these small 
nations would ordinarily wait to follow the lead of 
Britain and the United States. Instead, they have 
shown the way and, in so doing, expressed implied 
criticism of the failure of Britain and ourselves to 
act. 

Finally, recognition given to the French Com- 
mittee for National Liberation would be only for 
the war’s duration and until such time as the lib- 
erated French people can go to the polls and decide, 
of their own free will, the kind of government they 
desire and to choose the men they wish to govern 
them. In a speech last March, Gen, Giraud made 
it clear that, as soon as it is possible for the French 
people to express their will, the authority which he 
now possesses will be handed over to them. 

We urge President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill to recognize the French Committee for 
National Liberation as the de facto Government of 
France. 


CHURCHILL, HARBINGER, 

Prime Minister Churchill, whose coming always 
augurs good news ahead as surely as the first robin 
augurs the springtime, is back again upon the North 
American continent, conferring with Prime Minister 
MacKenzie King in Quebec, and soon to join Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for their sixth council of war. 

This time the Prime Minister comes not in his 
role of intrepid traveler, ready for all winds and all 
weathers in his siren suit and zipper, or in a 
sou’easter like the crusty old tar he is. 


No, this time Mr. Churchill comes with his fam- 
ily, with Mrs, Churchill his wife, and Subaltern 
Mary Churchill of the Auxiliary Territorial Service, 
his daughter. Presumably the Prime Minister will 
therefore appear on this visit as the family man, 
the good old stodgy Englishman with a black bow 
tie and a gold watch chain across his weskit, but 
with a yachting cap for just a dash of salt. 

However Mr. Churchill comes, as any one of the 
almost innumerable talented men of parts that are 
combined in him, he is welcome as the flowers in 
May—or, it now being another month, as the showers 
in August. 
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OH, NO. 

“Pie Eaters Are Warned Crusts Will Be Tougher,” 
says a headline. If it’s tougher than a whispered 
avowal of devotion, than nectar, than a baby’s smile, 
than a feather on the playful winds of spring— it 
may be pastry of some sort, but it’s not pie crust. 
Not to pie eaters, it’s not. 

FOR MORE SOCIAL SECURITY FUNDS. 

The need for additional funds to enable the State 
Social Security Commission to carry on its impdr- 
tant functions has been clearly stated by Gov. Don- 
nell to the House of Representatives, called back in 
session at Jefferson City to act on this problem. 

First, there is the matter of administrative ex- 
penses. The problem here grows largely out of a 
shortage of trained personnel. It is imperative, the 
legislators are told, that salaries of investigators 
and other social welfare workers be increased to 
keep them from being drawn away by other employ- 
ment opportunities. Without the work of these 
trained experts, an efficient administration of relief 
is impossible. 

Gov. Donnell flatly recommends an increase of 
$750,000 for the administrative budget. This would 
be added to an appropriation of $2,750,000 previously 
voted for this purpose. The total of $3,500,000 is 
but a fraction over 5 per cent of the aggregate 
69-million-dollar social security appropriation. 

Out of this aggregate appropriation come the 
State’s funds for old age pensions, aid. to dependent 
children, direct relief for the unemployable, and 
other social welfare activities. Although generally 
adequate, that part of this fund marked for direct 
relief for the unemployables was short of reason- 
able requirements. Therefore, the Governor has 
wisely recommended an additional appropriation of 
$502,000 for this purpose. The voting of this will 
mean $12 a month for each needy unemployable 
instead of $9.94—still woefully small. The Governor 
finds, too, that $413,000 more should be provided 
for aid to dependent children. 

It would be a mistake to cripple the administra- 
tion of social security by withholding the compara- 
tively small sums the Governor recommends, 

There is the further consideration that old age 
pensions and aid for dependent children are supple- 


mented by the Federal Government’s matching of 
State funds. The Federal program has been set up 
on strict standards. Inefficient or improper State 
administration brings the danger of withdrawal of 
Federal funds. 

The House should promptly follow Gov. Donnell’s 
sound recommendations and the Senate should 
promptly reconvene to complete this important legis- 
lation. 
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CHAIRMAN FORD CARRIES ON. 

Mayor Kaufmann’s appointment of James L. Ford 
Jr. to continue as chairman of the Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee is more than evidence of the good 
faith of the new executive’s promise to enforce the 
smoke ordinance. It is assurance to the citizens of 
St. Louis that the same energy and resourcefulness 
with which Mr. Ford devoted himself to the prob- 
lem of a cleaner atmosphere under Mayors Dick- 
mann -and Becker will remain solidly behind this 
great civic advancement. 

The other committee members who so ably assisted 
Chairman Ford also were asked by the Mayor to 
continue as members, It ig to be hoped they will 
consent, 


Equally promising for the city’s welfare is Mayor 
Kaufmann’s recognition that smoke elimination is 
a highly important factor in the eity’s housing pro- 
gram for rehabilitation of blighted districts. It 
would be useless, as he pointed out, to clear up the 
slums if smoke came back to spoil the improvement. 
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ANOTHER JOHN LEWIS FLIPFLOP. 

Old speeches often make strange reading, but sel- 
dom can one be resurrected from the archives and 
found to contain so many ironic overtones as the 
1940 address by John L, Lewis reprinted in part in 
the Mirror of Public Opinion today. 

At the moment, Lewis is petitioning to get his 
United Mine Workers re-admitted to the AFL, from 
which he took them, in high dudgeon, eight years 
ago. At the time he made the Atlantic City speech, 
Lewis was on the crest of his indignation toward 
the AFL, its leaders and all its works. His verbal 
block-busters were showered not only on President 
William Green, but also upon Matthew Woll and 
William Hutcheson, the men who are now pushing 
his petition to rejoin the AFL. 


Conceding the valuable services of John L. Lewis 
in realizing the possibilities of industrial organiza- 
tion as opposed to the old-line craft organization, it 
is just this sort of irresponsible changeability that 
has impaired the labor leader’s usefulness. This 
trait hag turned great numbers of the workers 
against Lewis, and it has caused the general public 
to view him with suspicion and distrust. 


Not only in labor affairs, but in politics, Lewis 
has switched from one extreme to the other with the 
greatest of ease, In the 1936 campaign, he praised 
President Roosevelt as “the greatest man who has 
sat in the White House since George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln.” But in 1940, he bitterly 
denounced Roosevelt and said that, in his opinion, 
the President’s re-election for a third term “would 
be a national evil of the first magnitude.” 

The Lewis windmill is still) blowing strong, but 
in reverse. He is seeking a reunion with the AFL, 
the union of “silly old Bill Green,” whom he called 
a betrayer in this 1940 address. It will be interest- 
ing to observe whether the old Lewis speech will 
rouse any echoes as the AFL Executive Council 
deliberates on his petition.

OR five years from time to time the 
F cry has gone up from some place in our 

‘ranks that we must have unity, and 
when the cry goes up men cease to join 
the CIO because they say, Why should we 
join the CIO if the CIO is going to join 
the AFL? That has been the record. 


It is quite true that five years ago in 
this hall our organization came to a part- 
ing of the ways with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. That was not the first 
time it was discussed, because for more 
than 30 years the accredited delegates of 
the United Mine Workers of America in the 
annual conventions of the AFL year after 
year introduced resolutions on this subject 
and asked their adoption ag a matter of 
policy and principle by the American labor 
movement. And year after year they were 
refused and millions of workers through- 
out the country in America’s modern in- 
dustry were not given a helping hand, 


It must not be forgotten by those who 
preach peace when there is no peace that a 
large number of organizations represented 
in this convention were expelliéd from the 
AFL, without a trial, without a hearing, 
for the crime and high offense of under- 
taking to organize these workers in the 
modern industries into membership in the 
AFL. And keep in mind that action has 
never been rescinded or revoked, 


Expulsion an “Infamous Action.” 


If the AFL was sincere or believed the 
words it sometimes utters, then the AFL 
should rescind the infamous action by 
which it expelled and drove from its own 
doors a million members in good standing 
who throughout the years had contributed 
of their strength and energy, their money 
and their services toward the upbuilding 
of an instrumentality that they hoped some 
day would come to represent their true 
labor. 

Yes, five years ago a little group of men 
representing some eight organizations, in 
the AFL in a hotel on the Boardwalk a 
stone’s throw away, highly resolved that, 
come high or come low, they would go for- 
ward. Some of them did so and they have 
kept the faith, while others have. fallen by 
the wayside, 

One of those men was Mr. Dubinsky, rep- 
resenting the Ladies’ Garment Workers’ In- 
ternational Union, who swore by every God 
that ever sat on high that he, Dubinsky, 
would never waver in the cause and he 
signed the scroll and by book, bell and 
candle vowed to affiliate to this movement. 
And where is Dubinsky today? 


Scorn for an AFL Joiner. 


He has crept back into the AFL. He 
abandoned his fellows and he abandoned 
what he claimed was his principle. And 
he has gone into that organization on his 
adversary’s terms. He is crying out now 
and his voice laments like that of Rachel 
in the wilderness, against the racketeers 
and the panderers and the crooks in that 
organization. 

And Zarutsky, he was the man represent- 
ing the Millinery and Cap Workers. He 
said, “Me, too.” And: now above all the 
clamor comes the piercing wail and the 
laments of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers. And they say, “Peace, it ig won- 
derful.” And there is no peace. 

The resolution read here this afternoon 


said that we should go into a peace con- 
ference, or explore the mind, or explore the 
possibilities. We have explored every prop- 
osition. What have we all been doing? 


I have been an explorer in the American 
Federation of Labor. Explore the mind of 
Bill Green? Bill and I had offices next 
door to each other in the same corridor 
for 10 years. I was a member of the same 
executive council] that he was for one year. 
I have done a lot of exploring in Bill's 
mind, and I give you my word there is 
nothing there. 


The Mind of Matthew Woll. 


Explore Matthew Woll’s mind? I did. It 
is the mind of an insurance agent, who 
used his position as an officer of the 
American Federation of Labor and a mem- 
ber of the executive council to promote his 
insurance business. It is so because I told 
him so and he agreed with me. 

Explore the mind of Bill Hutcheson? I 
did. There wasn’t anything there that 
would do you any good. So what? Waste 
more time on unprofitable explorations? 


Well, after all, I think there is a limit to 
which the membership of my organization 
should permit me to waste my time and 
their money. 

Any honorable plan that looks to the ab- 
sorption by the old labor movement of the 
entire movement that will strengthen the 
new labor movement in America will fail 
as long as these gentlemen, whom you all 
know and whom I could name, have com- 
plete power of the constitution. 

Oh, yes, they assert they are very willing 
to let in a limited number of organizations 
with a limited membership into the AFL 
from the CIO. And then they say they 
will discuss in such manner as they deem 
fit the question of eliminated membership. 
They say that, 


Stand of the Mine Workers. 


But it just happened that some of these 
organizations that they were very willing 
to let come back in by themselves and un- 
supported, are not willing to desert and be- 
tray the other organizations. The United 
Mine Workers of America is one of those 
organizations. They have decided that in 
convention. 


William Green came to their convention 
and pleaded with them to abandon the CIO. 
And when they refused to do so, William 
Green abandoned the organization that had 
supported him and fed him and honored 
him for 40 years. 


Honored? Honored? I think not! I 
think not! And it is true, if I know the 
temper of the membership of the United 
Mine Workers, that they do not propose 
now or in the future to return to the 
American Federation of Labor and be led 
by a man who betrayed them. William 
Green betrayed his union and abandoned 
it, the union that fed him and clothed him 
and honored him, and the union that paid 
him, and he deserted it and fled to the 
camp and the tent of its natural enemy. 
So be it! 

Now Mr. Green says that there will 
never be peace until the shadow of John 
Lewis grows less. Well, the official shadow 
of John Lewis is growing less. (Cries of 
“No, no!” from the floor.)

ALLY, SATELLITE AND ENEMY 


W 


They cannot be lumped  to- 
gether. Yet many do lump them 
today. There are some who want 
not only to recognize and support 
the French committee at Algiers 
but also a free Italian committee 
and the German committee re- 
cently formed in Moscow. They 
are the so-called ideologues who 
want to fight the war as an “anti- 
Fascist war.” * 

They are opposed by men who, 
though they also lump together 
these three countries, reach an ex- 
actly opposite practical conclu- 
sion. They do not wish to have 
any dealings with any of the pop- 
ular national forces until after the 
war is over and the basic prelim- 
inary settlement has been deter- 
mined. They, too, are ideologues, 
though they think they are not. 
Their ideology is the belief that 
as a matter of military expediency 
the popular forces in all countries 
must not assert themselves and 
that as a matter of democratic 
principle they cannot express 
themselves truly unti' after there 
is everywhere an Allied military 
government set up when all re- 
sistance has ended. 

Italy and France. 

O practical policy can be 
IN tornsea by these omnf{bus theo- 
ries, The right policy for France, 
which has an Allied army 
in the field, is not necessarily, or 
even probably, the right policy for 
Italy, which even if it ceases to 
fight us, is a long way from want- 
ing or being able to join us against 
the Germans. 

Thus we. ought to recognize a 
French provisional government in 
order to rally the French nation 
behind the French Army which 
Gen. Giraud now commands, The 
best way to do that and to inspire 
the French Army is to treat France 
as an ally whose interests are rep- 
resented by a French provisional 
government. 

But the case of Italy is, for the 
present at least, radically different. 
There is no Italian Army fighting 
on our side. If, therefore, we now 
invited a free Italian movement to 
overthrow Badoglio, what would 
be the position of this Italian pop- 
ular government? It would take 
power at a moment when the 
Italian armies are still hopelessly 
enmeshed with the German armies. 
If it surrendered to us, it would be 
responsible for all that followed: 
the use of Italy as a battlefield, 
the devastation of Italian cities, 
the tragic plight of the Italians 
who are at the mercy of the Ger- 
mans, and for the inevitable rigors 
of our military occupation. The 
authority of such a popular Italian 
government would rest upon our 
bayonets, and it would fall heir 
to all the consequences of Musso- 
lini’s crimes. 

Could the free Italy we hope for 
in the future possibly get off to a 
worse start?

Problem in Italy. 
OES it not follow that at this 
stage our own interests and 


E must try to remember that France is not Italy- and that Italy 
is not Germany. We can form a workable policy in Europe only 
if we fix it in our minds that Frafice is an ally, that Italy is an 
enemy satellite and that Germany is the enemy. 


those of the free Italy of the fu- 


ture will best be served by an Ital- 
ian government composed of #sol- 
diers and functionaries who have 
no political future? They are the 
men who helped get Italy into her 
trouble: they are the men who 
have nothing more to lose, and 
may even have something to gain 
for themselves personally, by tak- 
ing the onus of admitting the de- 
feat, by extricating Italy, and then, 
while Italy is an active theater of 
war, by carrying out our orders. 

If the King and Badoglio cannot 
perform these necessary functions, 
then we ought to desire, I believe, 
that some other member of the 
House of Savoy and another gen- 
eral or official should replace them. 
But let us not invite, or compel, 
the men of the Italian future to 
ruin themselves in liquidating 
what Mussolini has brought upon 
his country. The time may come, 
before the war ends, when popular 
forces in Italy can bring Italy ac- 
tively into the war against Ger- 
many. But it will not come until 
after the Axis connection has been 
completely destroyed by the pres- 
sure of our military forces on the 
outside and by the Italian people 
inside upon the old line’ Italian 
leaders, | 


* ¢ « 
As to Germany. 

N the case of Germany, we do 

not need and we do not want 
a German government with a 
German army. We may hope for 
an Italian army eventually at our 
side because the war is not over 
when Italy is defeated. (When 
Germany is defeated, the Euro- 
pean was is over and, whatever is 
to be done about Germany finally, 


there can be no German army /cjared, 


having anything to say about it. 

Therefore it seems to me that’ 
this free German committee in 
Moscow is acting on assumptions 
which cannot be correct. It is as- 
suming that we shall consent im- 
mediately to dealing with a popu- 
lar German government supported 
by some kind of German national 
army. But, once we have decided 
that for some time to come there 
is not going to be a German army, 
nor a German war industry, nor 
a German genera)! staff, then the 
German government would be in 
an even worse position than was 
the Weimar Republic in 1919. Itg 
would have to bear the conse- 
quences of the Nazi crimes. It 
would have to accept the respon- 
sibility of the German military ca- 
tastrophe, And, having no armed 
force of its own, it would be the 
puppet of the victors who have 
humbled the pride of the German 
nation. 

That is no way to begin the long 
and difficult process of preparing 
the German nation for self-govern- 
ment at home and good neighbor- 
liness abroad. The free Germany 
of the future will have to grow in 
the womb of events. To call it 
into being now to deal with the 
immediate consequences of the 
Nazi regime would be to provoke 
a miscarriage which it could not 
hope to survive.

TO REDUCE MINIMUM WEIGHTS 


An order permitting laundries in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County to 
reduce the minimum weight of ‘the 
budget family bundle from 20 to 
15 pounds was announced today by 
the Office of Price Administration. 

The order supplanted a similar 
orders issued June 25 formulating 
an emergency program which en- 
abled St. Louis laundries to elimi- 
nate a number of “non-essential” 
services and effect-other economies 
made necessary by an acute short- 
age of trained help. The principal 
change in this emergency program 
effected by the new order is the 
five-pound reduction in minimum 
bundle weight. 

Types of services’ offered by 
laundries may be reduced to seven, 
as follows: budget or economy bun- 
die, minimum weight of 15 pounds; 
de luxe bundle, 15 pounds; wet 
wash, 20 pounds; wet wash, flat 
ironed, 18 pounds; soft finish, 18 
pounds; rough dry, 18 pounds; list 
price or bachelor bundle, 50 cents 
minimum. However, if a laundry 
operated in March, 1942, with high- 
er minimum bundle weights, it 
may retain the higher minimums 
if it prefers,

STITUTE. OPPOSE 
BOND AMENDMENTS 


Urges. Revision of State Con- 
stitution to Bar .Such 
Referendums. 


Revision of the Missouri Consti- 
tution to stop authorization of 
State bond issues under the guise 
of constitutional amendments was 
suggested by the Governmental 
Research Institute, a privately’ 


supported fact-finding agency, in 
a bulletin issued today. 

Control of State debt is of par- 
ticular importance to Missouri at 
this time, the institute said, be- 
cause the postwar period is likely 
to bring a number of proposals to 
issue bonds. 

To circumvent the requirement 
of a two-thirds majority vote to 
authorize State debt, it has become 
the practice to submit proposed 
bond issues to Missouri voters as 
constitutional amendments requir 
ing only a simple majority vote, 
the institute pointed out, declar- 
ing that this has had the effect 
of permanently incorporating in 
the Constitution much material 
whieh is of purely passing rather 
than fundamental importance. 

State bonds totaling $169,100,000 
have been authorized by popular 
vote since the present Constitution 
was adopted in 1875. Of this to- 
tal, only $3,500,000 was submitted 
and approved under the constitu- 
tional provision requiring a two- 
The remainder was 
submitted and approved in the 
form. of amendments to the Con- 
stitution requiring only a simple 
majority for approval, and only 15 
millions of these bonds received 
as much as a two-thirds majority 
vote, the institute reported. 

If it is believed that State bonds 
should be authorized by a simple 
majority vote, the institute de- 
then such a referendum 
procedure should be frankly rec- 
ognized and authorized by the Con- 
stitution; if, on the other hand, it 
ig believed that the State should 
generally follow a pay-as-you-go 
plan and issue bonds only in such 

. ary circumstances as 
would produce such a vote as a 
two-thirds majority, the Constitu- 
tion should be revised accordingly. 

Missouri ranked twentieth among 
the states in net debt per capita 
as of June 30, 1942, with a per 
capita debt of $22.42.

and textbooks for students; the 
new plan would include provision 
of uniforms and stipend payments 
(ranging from $15 to $20 a month) 
to students. 

Because Government reimburse- 
ment to the institutions includes 
also payment of a “reasonable” 
tuition fee for each student, Dr. 
estimated the program 
would mean a financial gain to 
the city of more than $58,000) 
annually.

proved. 

Weakley said if enough House 
Members were present today he 
would offer a motion to override 
the Governor’s veto. Approval of 
yuch a motion in the House would 
tequire 100 votes. 

Even if the House should over- 
ride the veto, it is considered 
loubtful the Senate, which is 
mheduled to reconvene next week, 
would take similar action. Rejec- 
lion of the veto would require the 
rotes of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of each of the houses. 

Donnell, in disapproving the 
previous bill, objected to the make- 
ap of the War Emergency Commis- 
sion it would have established, in- 


cluding five State officeholders, 
questioned the constitutionality of 
the act, and said it would not have 
given the public enough voice in 
civilian defense administration. 

Armstrong’s bill would have 
eliminated the proposed commis- 
sion, and retained the present 
State Council of Defense, headed 
by the Governor, which was set 
up under a 1941 act. His bill would 
have conferred on the Council of 
Defense virtually all of the powers 
which the vetoed bill would have 
vested in the proposed War Emer- 
gency Commission, but eliminated 
provisions which were questioned 
by the Governor.

Practical Reason Also. 
HERE is a practical as well as 
a psychological reason why 
such action may be taken. 

The more the outer ring of Hit- 
ler’s Fortress cracks, the more 
troops the German Army needs to 
till those cracks. And the more 
troops it needs, the more it will be 
driven to dipping into the reserves 
kept for the maintenance of order 
at home. To the extent that this is 
done, however, the safety of the 
regime will be endangered unless 
there can be a rallying of German 
opinion behind the effort to defend 
the Reich and stave off defeat. 
The appeal, therefore, must be 
away from Nazi ideology to under- 
lying Nationalist feelings. 

This will not mean that the 
Army has had any change of heart. 
It will mean only that the Army— 
and Hitler—are prepared to grasp 
at any straw to win time. 

In 1934, Hitler did not hesitate 
to sacrifice pt. Roehm, one of 
his closest| friends, in order to 
achieve his\purpose which, at that 


time, was to’ win upport of the 


Army, Hitler is not above doing 
that again. 

If going into temporary retire- 
ment, if throwing Himmler. or 
some other of his subordinates to 
the wolves, will save him, save his 
regime and delay the end for the 
Reich, there is no doubt he will 
do all that. 

We can only hope that the world, 
remembering that the Army and 
the party. in German: are really 
one, will not be fooled by any 
death-bed repentance or any 
change in the outward trappings of 
authority in the Reich.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
Unofficial and incomplete returns 
from New York’s primary indi- 
cated today that Michael J. Ken- 
nedy’s Tammany leadership had 
been greatly strengthened and the 
American Labor Party’s left wing 
had retained control of the party 
in New York County. 

At noon the A, L, P.'s right wing 
appeared to have kept control in 
Bronx County, but in Kings 
(Brooklyn) both sides claimed vic- 


tory. Political observers expressed 
belief both city and county con- 
trol of the party for the next two 
years depended on outcome of the 
Brooklyn contest. Both wings of 
the A. L. P. are avowed support- 
ers of President Roosevelt. 

Final results will not be known 
for several days as all voting was 
by paper ballot, making the count 
slow in tabulation, although the 
voting was light. 

Claims Six of Nine Contests. 

Kennedy’s forces claimed six out 
of nine district leadership contests, 
which would give the Tammany 
chieftain control of 222-3 of the 
25 votes of the Democratic New 
York County executive committee. 

This would make Kennedy, a 
stanch supporter of President 
Roosevelt, the strongest Demo- 
cratic leader here since the late 
Charles Murphy ruled at the turn 
of the century. All other Tam- 
many leaders since Murphy’s time 
have faced at least 10 opposition 
votes in the executive committee. 

Leaders of the A. L. P. right 
wing, who had charged that the 
left faction was seeking control 
for the Communists, conceded that 
they had lost their bid for New 
York County leadership. 

Brooklyn Result in Doubt. 

Congressman Vito Marcantonio, 
head of the left wing, claimed a 
victory in Brooklyn but Alex Rose, 
state committee secretary and 
right wing leader, said, “we wait 
for the figures.” Rose asserted 
that his group was carrying Brook- 
lyn, which it controlled last year, 
by a seven-to-five ratio. He said 
the right wing “didn’t even put 
up a fight in Manhattan.” 

Marcantonio conceded the loss of 
the Bronx to the right wing which 
has dominated the organization 
there in the past. 

Left wingers claimed they had 
defeated for county committee- 
men: Dean Alfange, A. L. P. gu- 
bernatorial candidate last year; 
David Dubinsky, president of the 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union (AFL); Eugene 
Lyons, magazine editor; Algernon 
Lee, educationa] director of the 
Rand School and state chairman 
of the Social Democratic Federa- 
tion, and Bruce Bliven, editor of 
the New Republic. None of the 
candidates admitted defeat.

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Return to London: City and People 
Growing Shabby Under War Strain 


Correspondent Fresh From New York 


‘Shocked’ at Seediness of Capital, Resi- 
dents’ Appearance of Aging.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—Compared to 
its great sister cities across the 
Atlantic, once luxurious London is 
a rundown, shabby town — grim, 
tired and war-worn, The old city 
and its people exude an atmosphere 
of seediness and poverty, an un- 
kemptness which is undiminished 
by. the fact that it is honorable 
and is borne with gentility and dig- 

nity. 

To an old resident of London, re- 
turning after a long spell in North 
Africa and a pleasant vacation in 
America, the place is shocking. 

A couple of nights ago, we wan- 
dered down Fifth avenue and Mad- 
ison avenue in New York City on 
our way to take the Clipper back 
to “Blighty.” 

The dimout, always a joke to 
those who have cracked their shins 
in the blackouts of Europe, simply 
helped emphasize the brilliance of 
New York shopwindows, crammed 
with treasures of American every- 
day life. 

There were fine clothes and 
shoes, windows full of fancy gro- 
ceries, limes, lemons and melons. 
Two household supply stores on 


Madison displayed splendid assort- 
ments of knives and kitchen uten- 
sils, Through the windows of air- 
conditioned bars and restaurants 
and hotels, you could see well-fed 
people eating late suppers. Lesser 


laces, also, gave forth odors of 
ies cooking. 


The people who sauntered along 
fhe broad sidewalks through the 
heat wave were well-dressed and 
well-shod and were not afraid to 
pause and admire themselves in 
the glistening plate-glass of the 
storefronts. 

Highly polished taxis moved 
along the streets and despite gas 
rationing a good many fancy pri- 
vate cars were among them. 


It had been announced that 
residents of the Eastern seaboard 
would be allowed to take cars with 
them on vacation trips and that 
the supply of beef had begun to 
‘improve, There had been some 
rumpus over riots in Harlem but, 
in downtown New York, Negroes 
mingled freely with their fellow 
Americans and most of them were 
anything but shoddy. 

“It is nice of the British to let 
us fight their war for them,” a 
well-dressed, successful citizen re- 


marked over a Tom Collins in the 
Commodore bar. “When are they 
going to stop making suckers of 
us?” 

His words still rang in our ears, 
as we walked out of Victoria Sta- 
tion and had our first glimpse of 
London in 10 months. They have 
formed the background for every- 
thing we have seen since. 

The first thing that struck us 
was the appearance of the people 
themselves. Everybody, it seemed 
to us at first glance, needed some 
new clothes and a month in the 
Northwoods and maybe a bath. 
We instinctively looked around for 
those small children in_ fresh, 
bright clothes whom we had 
around us during two months at 
home in America. We saw few 
children and we haven't yet seen 
one who wouldn’t be put down im- 
mediately as the child of poor par- 
ents if he were lucky enough to 
appear on the streets of New York 
or Chicago. 

Our first impression that the 
people looked tired and poor in- 
creased when we began to meet 
friends whom we had seen less 
than a year ago. They all seemed 
older — not 10 month older, but 
years older. That, at least, was 
the first impression, registered be- 
fore we had had time to grow ac- 
customed to the scene. Maybe it 
was because the people’s clothes 
were shabbier than those of the 
Americans or maybe because, in 
fact, the people of London are 
immeasurably older. 

Yet the British themselves do 
not seem to feel that they, have 
suffered particularly. 

“It’s not so much worse,” they 
say. “The food situation is not 
so good, of course, everybody is 


wearing old elothes, but you 
wouldn't notice it so much if you 
hadn’t been away.” 

If the people look weather- 
beaten, the city itself is certainly 
an orphan of the storm. 

According to local gossip, the 
only place in town that has been 
repainted this year is Boodles 
Club, famous haunt of men-about- 
town on St. James street. Every 
other building in London seems to 
have been left just about as it was 
in the summer of 1941. Roofs have 
been patched, windows replaced, 
rubble removed and shaky build- 
ings shored up, but old gaps of 
blitz-time remain, 

There doesn’t seem to be a new 
building in town and except for 
Boodles Club, the office buildings 
and houses look gray and smudgy. 


The food shortage doesn’t seem 
to be much worse than it was be- 
fore, but the demand on restau- 
rants had increased. You can’t 
get into a second-class restaurant 
in Soho without reserving a table 
well in advance, and if you try 
to walk right into a good restau- 
rant without advance notice, they 
smirk at you. 


“We haven't a free table for four 
days,” one headwaiter announced. 

Food in the best places is more 
mediocre than we remember it in 
blitztime and that, of course, is 
saying something. 

Back in America, we read and 
heard a lot about the gaiety of 
London night life and got the im- 
pression that the old town had 
had a great revival. Our impres- 
sion now, after a couple of glances 
at the West End after 8 p. m.,’ 
is that the place is duller than 
dishwater.

Dishes for a Backyard Picnic

ST picnics this year have to 
M-:: within walking range of the 
itchen. For many of us that 
means the back yard, terrace or 
porch, 
Low-point meats and other main 
dishes suitable for quick and easy 
serving are preferred. "Or you can 


plan a combination affair with the’ 


guests pooling their ration stamps 
for a good steak. Part of the meal 
can be started in the kitchen and 
the cooking finished over the bar- 
becue fire. 

Chops, franks, kabobs and other 
small meats, require short cooking 
time when broiled over a glowing 
fire. 

Barbecued Corn is fun to cook 
over an outdoor grill or open fire. 
Discard the husks and silk from 
good fresh corn. Wrap each ear 
with a thin slice of bacon, pegging 
it in place with picks or metal 
skewers. Pierce with sharp stick 
and broil until bacon is crisp and 
the corn a light brown. Turn the 
stick slowly and steadily for best 
cooking. Sprinkle lightly with salt 
and pepper mixed together in a 
large shaker. No butter is needed 
to give flavor to corn cooked like 
this. 

x * * , 

Franks and Tomato Cubes make 
grand out-door eating. Cut franks 
into half-inch slices and tomatoes 
into inch cubes. String up the 
franks and tomatoes on long forks, 
metal skewers, or thin sticks. Dip 
in barbecue sauce and broil about 
eight minutes or until brown. 

The sauce ig good with any bar- 
becued meat. Make it like this: 
Simmer 10 minutes four table- 
spoons margarine, one cup boiling 
water, one cup sliced fresh toma- 
toes, one teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon paprika, two teaspoons 
sugar, one teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard, one teaspoon finely chopped 
onion and one-fourth cup vinegar. 
Add a clove of garlic and discard 
it after four minutes of cooking. 
Press the cooked mixture through 
a coarse sieve. 

Hamburg creole starts in the 
kitchen and finishes over the out- 
door fire. Mix together one pound 
hamburg, two-thirds cup dried 
bread crumbs, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon paprika and

one tablespoon each of finely minced 
onions and parsley. Shape into inch 
balls. Roll in flour and brown in 
five tablespoons bacon fat, chopped 
suet or salt pork. Simmer 15 min- 
utes two cups corn, two cups 
cooked noodles, two and one-half 
cups cubed tomatoes (fresh), one 
and one-half teaspoons salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika and one- 
fourth cup each chopped onions 
and celery. Add four tablespoons 
margarine or bacon drippings and 
one-fourth cup flour. Blend thor- 
oughly and add the meat ballis. 
Pour into two shallow, greased 
baking dishes. Bake 25 minutes in 
moderate oven. Cover and finish 
cooking 15 minutes over the out- 
door fire. This amount will serve 
eight, generously.

Thoughts on Syracuse. 


Talking about Sicily, you have 
to talk about Syracuse; and when 
you begin to talk about Syracuse, 
so full are its annals, it is diffi- 
cult to know just where to start. 
As good a place as any is Syra- 
cuse a couple of hundred years 
before Christ—one of the greatest 
Hellenic cities of antiquity — and 
home of Archimedes, physicist and 
mathematician extraordinary, the 
Einstein of the ancient world. 


Archimedes—there was a man! 
—a personality you can wrap your 
pen around — a spirit to conjure 
with—snapping at a Roman sol- 
dier who had invaded his study 
during the siege of Syracuse, “Do 
not disturb my circles!”—~at an- 
other time, ordered to follow a 
Roman guard sent to dispatch him, 
calmly ignoring the intruder with 
uplifted sword, replying, “Wait till 
I have finished my problem!’’—an- 
nouncing matter-of-factly, “Give 
me a lever long enough, and a 
fulcrum strong enough, and single- 
handed I can move the world.” 


And then there is the famous 
bathtub in which Archimedes did 
so much of his thinking—he was 
in it now—pondering a difficult 
assignment King Hiero had handed 
him—to ascertain whether the 
crown made for him by the gold- 
smith was pure gold or had been 
adulterated with an alloy. Archi- 
medes observed the displacement 
caused by his body—suddenly had 
an idea—carried it out—made the 
thrilling discovery that the amount 
of water displaced was equal in 
volume to that of his own body— 
was off on a process of reasoning 
that settled definitely the gold con- 
tent of the crown—and, unable 
to restrain himself, jumped out 
of the tub and ran through the 
streets of Syracuse crying elatedly 
“Eureka! Eureka!” (I have found 
it)—so starting a vogue for a cry 
of exultation which has resounded 
through thousands of years, con- 
noting “Success!”

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

AM going up to a meeting of 
| very young people at a school 
at Edgecomb avenue and 164th 
street, this afternoon. The Youth- 
builders, and one or two other or- 
ganizations working with the 
school-age children, are trying to 
get the youngsters to come to- 
gvther during the summer months 
and to devise ways in which they 
can be constructively busy. They 
are anxious to find things to do 
which will make the white and 


.colored children of the neighbor- 


hood feel they are working to- 
gether, in something of use to the 
war effort. 


After this meeting, I have three 
people coming to the apartment 
at intervals of half an hour. 

Mr. Upton Sinclair has just sent 
me an article he has written called 
“Freestate-A Plan for European 
Reconstruction.” I don’t know in 
which publication this will appear, 
but I think some of the things 
he says about the problems which 
will confront us in Europe when 
our armies are victorious, are well 
worth considering now. 


The following is an excellent 
summary of what will confront the 
United Nations. “The Nazis have 
deliberately scrambled the whole 
of Central Europe. They have done 
it with German thoroughness for 
the precise purpose of making it 
impossible for anybody to un- 
scramble it. I do not mean merely 
that populations have been shifted 
about; that millions of families 
have been driven from their 
homes, and their homes and land 
turned over to Germans and to 
Quislings, I mean that the industry 
of Europe has been taken to pieces 
and put together again on a new 
principle. Competition among the 
industries of different nations has 
been wiped out and the whole 
thing has been reconstructed into 
one colossal industrial trust, man- 
aged by the Nazis for one purpose 
and one only, the waging of Nazi 


war and the gaining and preserv- 
ing of Nazi victories.” 

That is a very accurate picture. 
While much will undoubtedly be 
destroyed before victory is 
achieved, Mr. Sinclair’s suggestions 
as to how to meet the problem 
are really interesting. I think that 
the people of this country will be 
interested in this article, but even 
if they do not read it, the state- 
ment of the problem is well worth 
their consideration,

which is good in the future chaos 
and bring the best economic situa- 
tion as quickly as possible to the 
greatest number of people? These 
populations will be able to carry 
their own weight, and be of use 
to us and the rest of the world as 
co-workers only as they get settled 
and return to economic security.

This is on the authority of Dr. 
Ellsworth Huntington, of Yale, in 
the book “America at War” (pub- 
lished by Prentice-Hall, New York). 

In searching for reasons and ex- 
planations of why one nation 
should be more vigorous than an- 
other, I am immediately impressed 
with the fact that on the whole 
the lands where overpopulation 
prevails are low in the scale, and 
in the lands where the population 
is of a size where all can be fed, 
where all have a chance to work 
and earn, health and vigor are 
high. 


WHry, FOR INSTANCE, should 
there be any difference between 
France and Italy? They are about 
the same kind of people and 
should have about the same health 
and vigor. But France, while 
over-populated like all of Europe, 
still has living room in a fairly 
fertile land, while the population 
density of Italy is about twice 
France’s. 

In certain regions of the earth 
—India, Egypt—it is evident that 
problems of preventive medicine 
are too much to cope with—at 
least by means so far used, The 
multiplicity and universality of 
tropical and parasitica] diseases, 
combined with the difficulty of 
making the native population 
break old habits and adopt new 
ones calculated to reduce the 
plagues, the superstitious adher- 
ence to religious customs which 
are unhygienic, have caused the 
vigor of these people to be un- 
dermined to the lowest grade. 


SOMEWHAT the ce problem 
seems to be confronting the 
United States in our own national 
slum, Puerto Rico, according to a 
shocking article in the June Har- 
per’s Magazine, by S. Burton 
Heath. 
’ There is another factor, how- 
ever, which influences health and 
vigor, not mentioned by Dr. Hun- 
tington, which is emphasized by 
Dr. Clarence Mills in Climate 
Makes the Man. There are two 
places on earth—North America 
and Western Europe—where the 
climate conduces to allow the in- 
habitants to absorb and utilize 
vitamin B at the highest. 

In the tropics, for instance, a 
man may absorb plenty of vita- 
min B, but he sweats or otherwise 
excretes it out before it has a 
chance to act. In these two spots 
man gets the full value of its en- 
ergizing power and in a climate 
that constantly stimulates him to 
effort.

NYONE who is harboring an-

Re- 
member also, those cartoons of the 
husband-tamer tying him up with 
her apron .strings? There was au- 
thority in those strings and no one 
thought of defying them, 


Then something snapped in Amer- 
ica and mother went suddenly 
sophisticated as she clamored 
along with father who was deter- 
mined to be in the White Collar 
Crowd. She was on a sit-down 
strike insofar as kitchen duty was 
concerned, and the apron suggest- 
ed such menial tasks to her that 
she resolved to have nothing to do 
with it. If she had to wear it, she 
was embarrassed to tears to be 
caught with it on when company 
came, The minute a knock was 
heard at the door she untied her 
apron and hurled it into the kitch- 
en before venturing to adopt the 
slightest hint of a hospitable atti- 
tude.

Morning Glories 


HE morning glory ts a twining 
T plant with lovely funnel-shaped 

flowers. It will, apparently, 
grow in any soil, though it seems 
to prefer that of the vegetable 
garden. — 

Beautiful as the morning glory 
is, you cannot put it up to eat next 
winter, It also has a vicioys desire 
to strangle the things that can be 
put up and eaten next winter. 


Therefore, you must decide 
whether you prefer beauty in the 
shape of morning glories or food 
in the shape of beans, tomatoes 
and so forth. If you prefer the 
latter you should lose no time un- 


twining the morning glories before 
they strangle the vegetables. 


To untwine a morning glory you 
may grasp it at the top and pull 
upward, or at the bottom and pull 
downward, But, in so doing, you 
are likely to strip the vegetables 
of their leaves. 


It is better, therefore, to unwind 
it gently, revolution by revolution, 
no matter how long it takes. It 
calls for no little coolness calmly 
and carefully to rescue one vege- 
table while all the other vegetables 
around you are being choked to 
death, 

The best defense is to see that 
the morning glories do not get 
ahead of you. This may be accom- 
plished by devoting all your time 


and thought to their eradication 
even though bugs, beetles and 
parasites will take advantage of 
your preoccupation to open up a 
second front. One day off can 
spell the difference between vic- 
tory and defeat. 


Floods, droughts, pests and other 
adverse agricultural conditions 
seem to have no effect upon the 
morning glory, which, with no ex- 
penditure of labor, always makes 
a bumper crop. 


In short, the whole food and 
farm problem could be solved in 
a twinkling if only some smart 
scientist were to leave other things 
alone and just make the morning 
glory edible,

'! ADMINISTRATION HEADS HOLD 


EXPLORATORY TAX CONFERENCE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
High administration officials have 
held the first of a series of ex- 
ploratory tax conferences to draft 


a 1944 revenue program for sub- 


mission to Congress 

The session, called late yester- 
day by Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau, was said to have last- 
ed several hours and to have dealt 
primarily with taxes, both as a rev- 
enue producer and as a part of 
the anti-inflation program. 

Officials present were Stabiliza- 
tion Director Fred M. Vinson, Com- 
merce Secretary Jones, War Pro- 
duction Board Chairman Donald M.
